was the coldest in 50 years, he said, 
and it killed many of the young 
birds which survived the floods. 
Hard On Rabbits 
Tile wet sum m er and fall of 1934 
further depleted the numbers, and 
then there was another cold winter. 
The long rain in the fall of 1935 
killed off many more young birds, 
he said, and last winter was longer 
than the previous one and nearly as 
cold. 
In the western part of the 
state, he pointed out, the ground 
was covered with snow from Novem­ 
ber 15 to M arch I. Rabbits, he said, 
lived on the bark of trees during this 
time, or ate corn distributed 
for 
birds. 
The birds, unless they were 
fed at state feeding stations began 
to eat the buds of young trees. 
The fact th a t rabbits ate corn. Mr. 
Lecom pte asserted, was verified by 
one deputy game warden who walk­ 
ed two miles on snow shoes to a 
feeding station to distribute it. One 
old cottontail was nibbling at the 
corn while the warden watched. On 
later trips he carried a supply of 
alfalfa hay for it.
